As  will  he  seen  from  the  table  it  was  a particularly  light 
year  in  regard  to  Infectious  Disease,  The  decline  was  very  noticeable 
in  the  case  of  measles  as  there  vicrc  157  cases  last  year, 

Y/ATBR  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  town  comes  from  a deep  supply  which 
is  collected  into  a shallow  well.  Prom  this  it  is  pumped  after 
chlorination,  to  3 reservoirs  in  the  tovm  and  from  there  it  is  fed 
into  the  town  by  gravity.  Ten  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
excoiiination  during  the  year  and  the  v/ater  v/ac  always  found  to  be  of  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  purity  in  the  pipe  supply  after  chlorination. 
At  one  time  there  was  evidence  of  slight  contamination  of  the  well 
which  Y/as  judged  to  be  due  to  seepage  from  the  tail  race  of  the  turbin 
Y/hich  passes  close  by.  After  the  tail  race  was  enclosed  in  a cement 
channel  there  was  no  further  trouble.  The  water  is  not  liable  to 
plumbo  solvent  action.  The  latest  report  taken  during  the  year 
shoY/ed  the  following  results;
